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DETAILED ACTION 



Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114. including the fee set forth in 37 
CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application aftef final rejection. Since this application is eligible for 
continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been 
timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 1/4/07 has been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/4/07 have been fully considered, but are not persuasive to 
overcome the rejections of the previous Office Action. 

Applicant has argued that as It is "sprayed" the mesh is a liquid material. However, there 
is no support for the argument since spraying may be performed with liquid and non-liquid 
materials. 

Applicant has argued that the specification teaches that the predetermined mesh is first 
transferred onto the entire etching area of the mold using the spraying method anfd the etching 
area of the mold is then etched with chemicals selected in accordance with the mold materials 
and the mesh, and that the mesh forming processes performed to express the texture of wood on 
the door. However, none of the teachings address what the "niesh" is, how it is applied by 
spraying method, how the "etching area" of the mold is etched, since the mesh is "transferred 
onto the entire etching area", or how the mesh process forms a wood grain texture. 

Applicant has argued "The mesh is transferred, I.e. sprayed, onto the door mold, In only 
the etching area, as Is the sut>sequent etching step, due to the previous pattern forming process 
in which the non-etching area of the door mold was precisely masked" However, although the 
argument explains that the non-etching area remains protected, the argument does not address 
how the "etching area" of the mold is etched after transferring the mesh since the mesh is 
transferred onto the entire etching area. 
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Applicant has argued that the ordinary meaning of the word "mesh" contemplates the 
disclosed layer of liquid material scattered by spraying. The argument is not persuasive since 
there is no support in the specification or in the orcJinary meaning of the word "mesh" for a "liquid" 
or a material that is "scattered". 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner 
and process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to 
enable any person skilled In the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by 
the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. ^ 

Claim 1 recites a mesh forming process comprising transferring a mesh onto the etching 
area using a spraying method, but does not explain what the "mesh" is, how it is applied by 
spraying method, how the "etching area" of the mold is etched, since the mesh is "transferred 
onto the entire etching area", or how the mesh process forms a wood grain texture. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. 

Claim 1. recites a mesh forming process comprising transferring a mesh onto the etching 
area using a spraying method, but does describe the process. The term "mesh" is not defined by 
the claim, the specification does not provide even a remote definition, and one of ordinary skill in 
the art would not be reasonably appraised of the §cope of the invention. 
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Claims 1-6 are further rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
Incomplete for omitting essential steps, elements and structural relationships between 
elements, such omission amounting to a gap between the method steps. See MPEP 
§2172.01. 

As recited above, claim 1, recites a mesh forming process comprising transferring a 
mesh onto the etching area using a spraying method, but does describe the process. Further 
since the "mesh" is not an art recognized term, the limited description precludes a reasonable 
search of the prior art by the examiner.
